Value Added Tax 
to Be Discussed 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon and Treasury Sec- 
retary John Coiinaily will dis- 
cuss the value-added tax this 
weekend, but Nixon says he 
can't predict the outcome. 


"We have not yet found a 


way, frankly, that we could 
recommend It to replace the 
property tax," Nixon told news- 
men Thursday. "But, with the 
obligation to face up to reduce 
or reform property taxes, the 
Treasury 
Department 
neces- 


sarily is considering other 
methods of taxation." 


Still, as Nixon spoke, admin- 


istration officials were present- 
ing a favorable view of value- 
added taxation to a govern- 
mental committee opening a 
study of the plan. 


The tax, a form of national 


sales tax collected in stages, 
was put before the Advisory 
Commission 
on 
Inter- 


governmental Relations Thurs- 
day in favorable terms by El- 
liot L. Richardson, secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


Robert E. Merriam of Chi- 


cago, commission 
chairman, 


said Nixon "said directly and 
unequivocally to me he had not 
made up his mind." 


The plan described to the 24- 


member commission would in- 
volve a value-added tax of 
about 3 per cent, raising $18 
ttlllon. Of this, $5 billion would 
be used for income-tax rebates 
and credits to ease the effect of 
the new levy on low-income 
persons. 


About $13 billion would be 


attributed to the states, on the 
condition that local residential 
property taxes for schools be 
dropped. These amount to 
about half the property taxes 
on homes. 


The distribution could be on 


the basis of $1 for each $2 of 
state support. 


Richardson said the tax could 


be made much less regressive, 
that is, easier on the lower In- 
comes. 


In addition, he said, states 


will need help if the Supreme 
Court upholds lower-court rul- 
ings that the financing of 
schools by local property taxes 
leads to inequities and is uncon- 
stitutional. 


Hundreds of U.S. 
Planes in Action

SAIGON (AP) - Hundreds of 


U.S. and South Vietnamese 
warplanes pounded a 225-mile 
stretch of the western frontier 
from the demilitarized zone to 
the central highlands in some 
of the heaviest raids of the In- 
dochina war, informants said 
today. 


Air Force and Navy fighter- 


bombers and U.S. B52 heavy 
bombers launched about 400 
strikes during the 24-hour peri- 
od ending at dawn today, the 
informants said. 


The raids ranged over South 


Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia. 
Warplanes struck 
at 
North 


Vietnamese infiltration corri- 
dors leading from the DMZ, 
Laos and Cambodia into west- 
ern South Vietnam, at staging 
areas, base camps, supply de- 
pots and troop concentrations. 


Their mission was to blunt 


the big enemy offensive which 
U.S. officers predict will come 
this month, just below the DMZ 
or in the central highland* and 
adjacent coastal lowlands'. 


About half of the raids were 


flown in South Vietnam, the 
heaviest since last August and 
September when U.S. air power 
helped counter a North Viet- 
namese push below the DMZ. 


A total of 201 tactical air 


strikes were reported in South 
Vietnam, 32 more than were 
flown in the'previous 24 hours. 
On both days half were flown 
by U.S. planes, tb* other half 
by the South Vietnamese air 
force, while almost all the mis- 
sions in Laos and Cambodia 
were flown by American pilots. 


In one raid on an enemy base 


camp in the central highlands, 
the U.S. Command said, heli- 
copter gunshins and bombers 
killed 25 enemy troops.and de- 
stroyed 20 bunkers.

Labor Angry at Move

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Angry at moves by the White 
House and Congress to limit 
strikes, labor leaders say com- 
pulsory arbitration could lead 
to industrial warfare and feder- 
al economic dictatorship over 
both labor and industry. 


"Compulsory arbitration as a 


method of ending deadlocks 
would hamstring both trade un- 
kmiats and management." said 
the executive board of the AFL- 
CIO Maritime Trades Depart- 
ment.

ident Nixon has drawn the line 
against further concessions to 
the North Vietnamese

they negotiate on his eight-point 
peace proposal. 


"The next step is up to the 


enemy. Our proposal is on the 
table and it is going to stand 
there until we get a reply from 
them," Nixon told a news con- 
ference in his White House of- 
fice Thursday. 


At the same time, the Presi- 


dent appeared to hit somewhat 
harder at Democratic White 
Houae bopafiils whWpurned his, 
earlier plea for caution in their 
criticism of his Vietnam policy. 


"The responsibility for the 


enemy's failing to negotiate 
may have to be borne by those 
who encourage the enemy to 
wait until after the election," 


the President said. 


Although Nixon said the other 


side has not yet responded to 
the joint U.S.-South Vietnamese 
proposal made public Jan. 25, 
North Vietnamese leaders and 
diplomats have been quoted as 
rejecting it. The formula for 
peace includes a cease-fire, 
mutual troop withdrawal, and 
release of war prisoners. 


North Vietnamese spokesmen 


have insisted the United States 
abandon support of the regime 
of South Vietnamese President 
Nguyen Van Thieu. 


Thieu has expressed unhappi- 


ness over a statement by Secre- 
tary of State William P. TWferi 
that the United States remains 
flexible on details of a possible 
political settlement of the war.

It is almost impossible for 


North and South to keep out 
of four hearts with today's 
cards. Of course, if North is 
a no-trumpist he will respond 
one no-trump to his partner's 
heart opening and then bid 
three no-trump after 
the 


correct three heart rebid. 


This time the no-trumpjst 


would be right arid three no- 
trump is a cinch. There is no 
real play for four hearts but 
South brought it home. 


East put his ace of spades 


on dummy's queen and led 
back the queen of diamonds. 
South ducked and East con- 
tinued with the jack. South 
played his ace this time. 
Then he cashed his club ace! 


West played the four spot 


and South was home with the 
bacon. He entered dummy 
with a trump, ruffed the six 
of spades; entered dummy 
with a second trump; dis- 
carded his last diamond on 
the king of spades; ruffed 
dummy's last diamond and 
led one of his low clubs. 


West was stuck in with the 


king of clubs and had to lead 
a spade or a diamond. It did 
not

ruffed in dummy and dis- 
carded his last club. 


South was lucky. He found 


West with king and one club 
and each opponent with ex- 
actly two trumps but South 
had given the cards every 
chance.

The white collar worker, at 


least, has managed to inch 
ahead a little in the race 
w i t h inflation. In the 12- 
month period covered by the 
annual survey of the Bureau 
of tabor Statistics, pay in- 
creased an average 6.6 per 
cent, w h i l e the Consumer 
Price Index rose 4 5 per cent 
—leaving the worker ahead 
by a couple of cents on the 
dollar.'

That label 
covers, in the survey, every- 
one from office boys to top- 
level corporation 
lawyers.

eraging an 8.1 per cent pay 
increase. The l a r g e s t in- 
crease, 11.3 per cent, went to 
chief accountants. The small- 
est, a meager 1 per cent, 
was the bad news for top- 
level attorneys. But dry your 
tears'; the average salary in 
this • g r o u p was $33,375 a 
year. 


White-collar pay has taken 


a strong upward surge dur- 
ing the past four y e a r s . 
From 1961 to 1966, annual in- 
creases averaged 2.7 per 
cent for clerical workers, 3.4 
per cent for those labeled 
"PAT" 
— professional, ad- 


ministrative a n d technical 
personnel. The surge began 
in 1966-67, with a 4.5 per cent 


a larger increase than the 
preceding one," it's noted in 
a summary of the annual 
survey, appearing in the cur- 
rent Monthly Labor Review. 


The general increase of 6.6 


per cent in the past year was 
''the largest annual rise the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has recorded in the past 11 
years," says the summary. 


It may be that your own 


personal survey, conducted 
by counting what's left in 
your pocketbook at the end 
cf the month, conveys less 
optimistic news about your 
race with inflation. Thafa 
because the Consumer Price 
Index, like "the white collar 
worker," is a statistic and a 
fiction. 


Statisticians may conclude 


that "the cost of living" rose 
4.5 per cent during the period 
of the survey, but that's not 
necessarily, or even prob- 
ably your cost of living. 
Prices of some of the items 
that hit your pocketbook the 
hardest were running well 
ahead of pay increases. 


Helping to hold the CPI in- 


crease down to 4.5 per cent, 
for example, is one item in 
the average, the p r i c e of 
vinyl sheeting — which ac- 
tually decreased a little. But 
maybe you didn't buy much 
vinyl sheeting. 


As for that 6.6 per cent pay 


increase — if you got any of 
it — better enjoy it while you 
can. The evidence so far sug- 
gests that wage and price 
c o n t r o l s are controlling 
wages more effectively than 
prices.

Hexachlorophene Stopped, 
Infections Break Out

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government says reports of in- 
fection outbreaks have more 
than doubled within the past 
week in hospital nurseries that 
slopped bathing babies With the 
germ-fighter hexachlorophene. 


The National Center for Dis- 


ease Control in Atlanta said it 
has received reports of 166 
cases of staphylococcal 
in- 


fections in 24 nurseries in 23 
hospitals and is investigating 
eight additional reports of out- 
breaks. 


A week ago, at a meeting 


with officials representing the 
Food and Drug Administration 
and the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, the NCDC said it 
had reports of 74 infections in 
23 hospital nurseries. 


"Most cases have had minor 


sMn disease and no fatalities 
h*rt been reported," the new- 
e* report said, but most of the 
bacterial infections have been 
resistant to penicillin and "re- 
sistance to other antibiotics has 
been found in some cases." 


After the FDA publicly warn- 


ed doctors slid hospitals on 
Dec. I not to use three-percent 
hexachlorophene (HCP) solu- 
tions for routine total body 
bathing of infants and adults, 
the Atlanta agency asked state 
health departments to report 
promptly any outbreaks of 
staph infections. An outbreak is 
defined as two or more con- 
current cases. 


Staph Infections range in sev- 


erity from skin rashes to impe- 
tigo and, in rare instances, can 
be fatal. In UN, a total of 174 
persons including 17 children 
under the age of 1 died of

Nixon Talks to 
French Expert 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident 
Nixon 
is 
calling 
on 


France's former minister of 
culture, Andre Malraux, for a 
first-hand analysis of China's 
leaders. 


Nixon said at his news con- 


ference Thursday he has asked 
Malraux to brief him person- 
ally at a meeting Monday in 
the White House. The meeting 
will be followed by a dinner fur 
Malraux. 


Although 
there are many 


China experts from who he 
could have gotten counsel, Nix- 
on said, he selected Malraux 
because of a favorable meeting 
between the two in 1969. 


"We had a discussion prior to 


dinner on the subject of China 
generally," the President said, 
"and I was particularly im- 
pressed with his analysis of the 
leaders."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon, while cautioning 
against great optimism about 
his fast-approaching China trip, 
said he hopes it will begin a 
new chapter of better commu- 
nication and freedom from war. 


"These are our hopes," Nixon 


told a news conference in his 
Oval Office Thursday as he dis- 
closed he will leave for Com- 
munist China Feb. 17. 


Asked whether his talks with 


China's Mao Tse-tung and Chou 
En-lai would be considered dia- 
logue or negotiations, the Presi- 
dent said: 


"They will be primarily dia- 


logue ... there will necessarily 
have to be a substantial 
amount of dialogue before we 
can come to the point of nego- 
tiating on substantive matters." 


Because the United States 


and China have been isolated 
from each other for nearly a 
quarter century, Nixon said, he 
expects his conversations with 
Mao and Chou "will be much 
longer ... than with the lead- 
ers of other governments that 
we have visited." 


The President, who talked 


uninterrupted about his China 
trip for the first 15 minutes of 
his meeting 
with newsmen, 


said: 


"As far as my agenda is con- 


cerned, there will not be a 
great deal of what I would call 
... sightseeing. There will be 
some ... but we have both 
agreed that this visit is one, 
taking place as it does at this 
time, in which first priority 
must be given to our talks and 
sightseeing 
must come sec- 


ond." 


There will be no announced 


agenda for the conferences, he 
said, but the Americans and 
Chined! will cap the week-long 
visit with a Joint communique. 


Summarizing his approach to 


the historic journey, the Presi- 
dent said: 


"This trip should not be one 


which would create very great 
optimism or very great pessim- 
ism. It is one in which we must 
recognize that 20 years of hos- 
tility and virtually no commu- 
nication will not be swept away 
by one week of discussion." 


While referring to "a water- 


shed in the relations between 
the two governments" and the 
beginning of a new chapter, 


Nixon said, obviously voicing 
more optimism than pessim- 
ism: 


"We hope that the new chap- 


ter will be one of more commu- 
nication and that it will ... be 
marked by negotiation rather 
than confrontation, and one 
that will be marked by the ab- 
sence of armed conflict. These 
are our hopes." 


Nixon said he will fly directly 


from nearby Andrews Air 
Force Base, Md. to Hawaii, 
spend two nifta and a day 
there, then proceed to an over- 
night stop at Guam before land- 
ing on the China mainland Feb.
